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GenTLemen,—lIn the previous lectures I have called your 
attention to the distinguishing characters of the enlargements 
of the liver which are for the most part unattended by pain.

HOW TO PREVENT PITTING OF THE FACE 
BY SMALL-POX IN PERSONS’ UNPRO- 
TECTED BY VACCINATION.

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In takifig leave, fot the present, of the Medical Council, 
the report of whose meetings has made such a heavy demand 
upon our space for the last five weeks, we have a few words to 
say on the Medical Council itself as distinguished from its 
discussions, While it is occupied in dealing with complicated 
and knotty questions involving the change of customs and the 
interest of old corporations which had almost come to think 
themselves beyond the reach of change, the profession is much 
engaged in discussing the Council itself, and in considering 
whether it is efficient as an instrument and as a means to the 
great ends for which it was called into existence. We have 
neither been slow to admit the merits of the Council, nor the 
great difficulties with which it has had to contend. The im- 
pression which ft has already made on the licensing boilies, 
and, through them, on the general character of medical edtiea- 
tion, not only in the United Kingdom, but in the colonies, is 
very decided, and goes far to constitute nine years’ good work. 
Allowing this, however, it is quite possible to see that the 
Council is considerably open to criticism in its composition, in 
its mode of wotk, atid perhaps most particularly in its rate of 
work, 

We have long since maintained that the Cousitil was very 
faulty in its composition, inasmuch as it contained no members 
representing the profession itself as distinguished from its 
various corporations and colleges. The most intensely official 
and self-complacent attaché of the oldest and most conserva- 
tive of the corporations will not maintain that the corporations 
are the profession in the sense in which Paris is said to be 
France. We could imagine no severer reflection on the medi- 
cal corporations and the medical schools, which have had the 
governance of the profession to themselves hitherto, than is 

in the notion that they monopolise and concentrate 
the wisdom of the profession, and that the great Faculty which 
they have educated, and to whose competency they have cer- 
tified, is nothing more than an emanation of themselves, and 
has no thought and no opinion worthy of representation in the 
Medical Council other than are represented sufficiently by the 
eminent men who have spent their lives in official relation with 
the schools or thé licensing bodies. Fat be it from as to dis- 
parage the collective wisdom or the individual elements of the 
Medical Council. It is # body of which any profession might 
be proud. Occasionally; doubtless, its discussions are more 
amusing than instructive, and lowered in character by un. 
seemly exhibitions of personal and national feeling ; but this 
is the exception, and in general there are brought to the con- 
sideration of subjects that acuteness and that liberality which 
are the twofold indication of good intellect, and which ensure 
the discovery, if not always the triumph, of truth and fairness. 
Still the corporations and colleges aré not the profession. 
They are the least patt of the profession. They are to it what 
theatis aré to the end. And it is att Obvious anomaly that a 
body like the Medical Council has no o members representing 


the profession itself. The introduction of such members, in- 
dependent of all local or limited interests, would be a power 
in the Council that would generally be used in the furtherance of 
large views and good measures. The fact that the considerable 
pécuniary means of the Council are derived from the profession 
at large is a more vulgar, but not a less forcible, argument for 
the admission of a few representative members into the 

Council. The British Medical Association is earnestly pressing 
this opinion. It cannot use its energies or its influence better 
than by urging this point in the amendment of the Medical 
Act, and the Medical Council could not act more graciously 
or maghanimously than by giving its sanction to such an 
amendment of its own constitution. 

As to the mode and rate of work done by the Council there 
has been much reasonable complaint. The Council has been 

very jealous of delegating its powers to any committee, even 
to the extent of giving power to its Executive Committee to 
consider and arrange beforehand the subjects to be discussed 
at the annual general meeting. ‘The consequence has been a 
great waste of time, and practically a competition of different 
subjects, in which the most important have not always been 
sure to receive the most or the best time of the Council. At 
its late meeting, however, the Council devolved upon the 
Executive Committee the duty of preparing reports on subjects 
requiring the attention of the Council, and of circulating a 
programme of business amongst members a fortnight before 
the meeting. This is an excellent step. It was suggested by 
Dr, Fremtxc at the meeting of 1966, but not adopted. It 
Will give order to business, and order which we hope may 
involve brevity to the eloquence of members. 

There is another subject in regard to which there is con- 
stant complaint against the Council—the delay in the amend- 
ment of the Medical Act. This complaint is really unreason- 
able. The blame of the delay lies not with the Council, but 
with the Ministry. There is only one consolation—that the 
longer the delay, the more perfect is our conception of the 
defects of the Medical Act. We have to-day indicated one 
great and radical defect which has never been contemplated in 
any amendments originating with the Council itself. It is not 
in the nature of public bodies to see their own defects, or to 
take steps for their own reformation. It is as much as we can 
expect from them to submit with a good grace to the kindly 
attempts from without to make them perfect. 


Never, probably, since the eventful year 1861, when, for 
the first time, a departure from the time-honoured custom of 
perpetual re-election to the Council of the College of Surgeons 
was inaugurated by the retarn of Sir Writ1am Ferovsson, 
has an election excited more interest than that which will 
take place on Thursday next. It is the first occasion on which 
three members of that exclusive and self-electell body, the 
Court of Examiners, have come before the electors ; and by 
chance the three councillors in question are bound together by 
close ties of education and association, and have the credit 
(whether rightly or wrongly, in the present secret mode of 
conducting College business, it is impossible to say) of opposing 
all reform within the College, and most particularly within 
their own little coterie. They have all enjoyed the office of 
vice-president ; two of them have béen presidetits of the 


College, and the third might have been so but for his own 
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refusal on the score of health ; but we have yet to learn of one 
single improvement, one solitary effort at advance, which was 
inaugurated during their years of office. Mr. SkEY was elected 
to the Council in 1848, Mr. WorMALp in 1849, and Mr. Kiernan 


in 1850, and we thus conclude our summary of their disqualifi- 


cations for further tenure of office. 

We are aware that a cry ad misericordiam has been and 
probably will be used for election purposes on the coming 
occasion by some personal friends of these gentlemen, who 
seem to think that the College was made for the benefit of 
the Council, rather than the Council for the College. It never 
was intended, however, that certain men should monopolise 
all the power of a great corporation and use it for their own 
benefit, and this is what the Council, under the dictation of 
the Court of Examiners, has long done. It is only recently 
that ideas of reform have gained utterance within the 
Council-chamber ; and every effort has been assiduously 
made by the three gentlemen now on their trial to assist their 
brethren in ‘‘ making things pleasant,” and stifling all inquiry 
or attempt at innovation. Can Messrs. Skry, WORMALD, and 
Krernan show that they voted in favour of either Sir Wm. 
Ferevsson’s motion of last August or Mr. Cuas, Hawkrns’s 
motion in February last ? 

The only hope for progress in the Council is for the Fellows 
to break up the cabal which has hitherto reigned supreme— 
the Court of Examiners. Formerly, by a system of terrorism 
over expectant examiners, they controlled their votes, and 
carried everything their own way; and even now the spirit is 
willing though the flesh is weak, as evidenced by the attempt 
to pass over Mr. Souty at the recent election to the Court. It 
is useless to hope for the appointment of examiners from 
among present teachers ; to look for any improvement in the 
curriculum ; or any advance in the examinations of the College, 
so long as antiquated examiners are allowed to rule instead of 
being responsible to an intelligent and active governing body— 
the Council, On these grounds we believe that there can be 
no second opinion in the mind of any but those self-interested 
as to the propriety of not electing the gentlemen we have 
named. 

The question as to those to be elected to fill the vacancies 
is fortunately narrowed within a very small compass, since we 
could hardly name three gentlemen more worthy of the honour 
they seek than those who have come forward on the present 
occasion—Messrs. Prescorr Hewert, Brrkert, and Hoipen. 
Tt so happens that all these gentlemen are connected with 
large and important hospitals; and not improbably many of 
their personal friends might feel inclined to ‘‘ plump” for their 
favourite candidate. We most earnestly deprecate such a 
course, since its effect would in all probability be to place one 
at least of the vacant seats in jeopardy. A great principle 
has to be fought out next weck ; and it would be a subject of 
much regret to all who have the welfare of the profession at 
heart if, by the injudicious weakness of a few in throwing 
away their votes on account of personal friendship or feeling, 
the great battle of reform in matters surgical were to gain less 
than a most decisive victory.

NAVAL ASSISTANT-SURGEONS. 

Some new regulations respecting the admission of assistant- 

into the navy, which were published only last week, 
though dated May 7th, present some novelties which are of 
interest. Instead of producing the old schedule of lectures, 
including eighteen months’ Anatomy and six months’ Mid- 
wifery, which used to be required of candidates in addition to 
a qualification, a candidate for service in her Majesty’s navy 
will now have to show that he is duly registered as legally 
qualified to practise both medicine and surgery; that he is of 
health, and of moral character; that he is between 
twenty and twenty-eight years of age, and has passed a pre- 
liminary classical examination. Then as regards special medi- 
cal qualifications, it will be necessary for him to have attended 
for eighteen months some recognised hospital subsequently to 
the age of eighteen, to have actually dissected for twelve months, 
and to have performed the principal capital and minor opera- 
tions on the dead body under a qualified teacher. These 
requirements being satisfied, the candidate will be examined 
in Anatomy, Surgery, Physiology, Practice of Medicine, Che- 
mistry, Materia Medica, Midwifery, and Botany, by a board 
of naval medical officers, who will determine his admission into 
the service. 

The demand for a double qualification on the part of the 
Admiralty is a step in advance, and one which will in all pro- 
bability tend to diminish the proportion of rejections among 
their candidates; since it is remarkable in the returns to the 
Medical Council that most of the failures are possessors 
of a single qualification—notably that of the College of Sur- 
geons of England. The abolition of extra months of lectures 
not in the ordinary curriculum will save trouble and annoy- 
ance to candidates, whilst the demand for some knowledge of 
Operative Surgery is but just from those who may in a brief 
space be called upon to perform capital operations on their 
own responsibility, and with no professional aid. The course 
of Operative Surgery in the navy has hitherto been postponed 
till the approach of promotion to a surgeoncy; but the army 
authorities have long tested the operative powers of those who 
have sought their service. 

The last paragraph in the order is perhaps the most im- 
portant, since it evinces a tendency on the part of the Ad- 
miralty to reward merit irrespective of interest or favouritism. 
Tn order to encourage emulation among the candidates, it is 
announced that the best candidate of his year will be promoted 
to the rank of surgeon after five years’ service, the second best 
provided, of course, that they pass their promotion examina- 
tions equally satisfactorily. Since the average period for pro- 
motion is at present at least ten years, the effect of this order 
will, no doubt, be to make candidates a little more careful in 
preparing themselves to meet the Admiralty examiners than 
they have been hitherto, and may bring a few additional ones, 
who are much needed. The only difficulty we foresee is, that 
if the regulation cannot be made retrospective, assistant-sur- 
geons admitted during the last few years may, not unreason- 
ably, complain if juniors are put over their heads for merit 
which they never had the opportunity of displaying. We 
trust also that these promotions for merit will not interfere 
with or curtail the annual number of ordinary promotions, at 
present sufficiently small. " 


THE HEALTH OF NEWCASTLE-.ON.TYNE. 
An elaborate Report of the Public Health of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne has just come under our notice ; and the contents of its 
109 pages, with maps and charts attached, are the best evi-

dence of the interest which is felt in sanitary matters in our 
large towns. In Newcastle, during the year 1866, the deaths 
were in excess of the births by 14; and the death-rate (27°4) 
was unusually high. The report shows conclusively the relation 
which exists between density of pepulation, a high death-rate, 
and a diminution in the average lifetime. In the St. Nicholas 
and St. John’s district the population per acre is 126; the 
death-rate per thousand in 1866, 39°7 ; the average lifetime, 
25 years. In St. Andrew’s district the numbers respectively 
are, 11, 27°2, and 36. Little stress is laid on the want of 
surface drainage. More harm is produced by the pollution of 
the atmosphere by decomposition of unremoved substances 
and the exhalation of noxious vapours from manufactories and 
sewers. After numerous and careful trials, not a trace of ozone 
has been detected in the centre of Newcastle. A very large 
number of the streets are unpaved and unsewered, thus allow- 
ing the accumulation of filth of all kinds; and to the decom- 
position of vegetable and animal refuse is attributed the great 
prevalence of diarrhea in the unpaved districts. Newcastle 
is the town where overcrowding appears to be carried to its 
perfection ; and this influence accounts in great measure for 
the excessive mortality of 1866 at the last census. Newcastle 
has a larger number of inmates per inhabited house than any 
of the other large towns in England. Housebuilding has not 
kept pace with the increase of population in consequence of 
the differences between masters and men, and many tenements 
have been pulled down for public improvements. The per- 
nicious effects of overcrowding are seen in the zymotic death- 
rate. In All Saints district, with really the largest number 
of persons to a house, there is the highest general and zymotic 
death-rate. it appears, too, that in those districts where 
there are fewest tenements there have been the fewest deaths 
from typhus and similar diseases. It is to be regretted that 
in 1866 there was less house-room in proportion to the number 
of inhabitants than in 1861, and overcrowding is exercising an 
increasingly destructive influence on the health of the people. 
Pauperism and a high death-rate go together. The water-supply 
and ashpit accommodation of tenements are very deficient. 
There are nearly 8000 people living in tenements with less 
than 300 cubic feet of room space, and 18,354 with less than 
400. The criminal in this respect is better off than the honest 
workman. It is no uncommon thing for the living and the 
dead to be housed together in the same room. When we come 
to analyse the mortality table we note that the year 1866 closed 
with a struggle between life and death, in which death came 
off the victor, as the report well says: “‘The exterminating 
forces, by our insanitary condition, being more 
powerful than the reproductive forces of society.” 

The infant mortality, that most sensitive test of the health 
of a town, is something awful in Newcastle. The risk to an 
infant’s life is greater in Newcastle than the average risk in | and 
most European countries, and 13 per cent. above the average 
of England. In 1866, 58 per cent. of the people who had not 
attained their majority died, and 71 per cent. before reaching 
that time of life at which the intellectual powers are keenest 
and most mature. The infant mortality is greatest in those 
districts where the sanitary evils are most marked, and is 
largely caused by convulsive diseases. The well-known causes 
of infant mortality are perfected in their operation in New- 
castle. When we come to inquire into the causes of death 
amongst the population generally, we find that one-half of the 
whole deaths in 1866 are accounted for by scarlatina, phthisis, 
atrophy and debility, bronchitis, convulsions, and typhus ; 
that much of this is preventable ; and that these forms of dis- 
ease prevail and are fatal in proportion to the existence of bad 
sanitary conditions and the degree of overcrowding. The dis- 
closures in the report are startling and terrible, but there is 
this satisfaction, that the vigorous of sanitary re- 
form will diminish to a large extent the frightful loss of life in 
Newcastle. It is calculated that 1200 lives may be saved each 


year in that town. This is a high and noble task for the Cor- 
poration to promote and encourage, and we trust the inhabi- 
tants of Newcastle will set to work to remove the evils that 
exist amongst them, and which stamp their town as one of the 
foulest in England.

the electric light through a minute stream of falling water, the 
effect being to produce a string of glittering drops of the most 
brilliant appearance. When musical notes were sounded in 
the vicinity, these drops altered their in obedience 
to the waves of sound, and clearly indicated by their modified 
appearance the effect produced upon them. 

Among other interesting experiments exhibited by l’rofessor 
Tyndall was the one originally devised by Faraday, of mag- 
netising a beam of light. This beautifully delicate operation 
consists in sending a beam of polarised light through a bar of 
* heavy glass” placed in the line of force between the poles of 
a powerful electro-magnet, after having passed it through 
plates of right- and left-handed quartz in juxtaposition, which 
are adjusted in position so as to give the ‘‘ sensitive” tint. 
The phenomenon is very remarkable when this is submitted 
to the action of the magnetic current; and the effect of the 
reversal of the current is to reverse instantaneously the order 
of the colours of the spectrum produced, thus 
the rotation of the polarised beam when under the influence of 
magnetic energy. 

COMPENSATION FOR RAILWAY INJURIES. 

Ly a case tried before the Lord Chief Justice last week, 
Acton v. the Midland Railway Company, the following facts 
transpired. It appears that as long ago as 1863 Mr. Acton 
was a passenger by the defendants’ line between Birmingham 

and Nottingham. Two trains came into collision, and Mr. 
Acton received injuries which turned out to be of a very 
serious character. The plaintiff was forwarded to Nottingham, 
who was also the Company’s medical adviser in that town. 
Dr. Robertson—we believe in perfect good faith, a fact which 
he established to the satisfaction of the judge—advised the 
plaintiff to settle with the Company for the sum of thirty 
guineas, on the ground that the injury was very trifling, and 
would be sure to be remedied by change of air. It appeared 
that Dr. Robertson was in the habit of carrying receipts in the 
following form, duly drawn up, which the patient signed :— 
**T acknowledge to have received of the Midland Railway 
Company the sum of £31 10s., which I accept in full compen- 
sation for all claims 1 have against them in respect of injuries 
sustained by me in an accident on the Midland Railway at 
Draycott station on the 16th inst.” It must be stated that 
the plaintiff at first demurred to the settlement, because he 
was not in a fit state to entertain the proposition. Upon the 
assurance, however, of his medical attendant that he would be

A train of symptoms subsequently set in, which were 
believed by Dr. Lory Marsh, who had attended him from in- 
fancy, to be clearly referable to the shock he had received on 
the railway. The plaintiff was now in a very deplorable state, 
and sued the Company for damages, which were laid at £2000. 
After evidence had been tendered on behalf of the plaintiff, 
the Company not denying their liability, a verdict was taken 
by consent for £1500. The Lord Chief Justice, in summing 
up, strongly reprobated the system of compensation resorted 
to by Dr. Robertson, who, however, he considered, had acted 
with good faith, though evidently under a mistaken impression 
as to the extent of the injuries the plaintiff had received. Dr. 
Robertson’s evidence on the trial was creditable to him, as it 
was candid and explicit. He freely admitted that he had ad- 
vised the compromise under an erroneous impression of Mr. 
Acton’s real condition. He had long since refrained from being 
@ party to any such arrangements. Comments on this case are 
unnecessary. The whole system at present adopted with re- 
spect to compensation for injuries sustained in railway acci- 
dents is faulty; the remedy for the eyil has been repeatedly 
pointed out in our columus. 


UNIVERSITY OF LONDON REPRESENTATION. 


SeveRAL candidates for the honour of representing the 
University of London are already in the field, and the 
graduates are even now being canvassed for their promise to 
vote—upon an occasion which is not likely to arise until about 
the end of next year! Long engagements are as little likely 
to be advantageous in electioneering as in more tender matters, 
and we would venture to urge medical graduates to abstain 
from pledging their vows, however hotly they may be wooed 
by any of the present aspirants to political fame. It may be 
that Mr. Walter Bagehot’s ‘‘ recognised position in the world 
of letters” renders him a highly suitable candidate, or that 
the claims of F. J. Wood, LL.D., are only equalled by 
those of Mr. Quain, Q.C. ; but this is no reason why graduates 
are to be precluded for the next eighteen months from seeking 
some one who is even more illustrious and suitable than either 
of these three gentlemen. 

It is to be hoped, then, that the medical graduates, who} > 
form no less than one-fourth of the whole body, will evince 
their judgment and concentrate their influence by avoiding, for 
the present at least, those pledges of attachment to individual 
candidates which cre many weeks have passed they may have 
strong reason to regret. 


MERCANTILE MARINE BILL. 

Tux long-promised Mercantile Marine Bill has appeared at 
last, and, though its provisions scarcely indicate a sufficiency 
of legislation in the matter of lime-juice, there is no doubt 
that, if carried in its entirety, the measure will be a great boon 
to shipowners, masters, and men in the British merchant navy. 
The Bill, which consists mainly of enactments as to antiscor- 
butics, provides for the examination of lime- and lemon-juice 
by certified medical officers, for its subsequent storage in bond, 
and for adding to it when so stored a certain amount of spirit. 
The vessel in which it is contained will then be secured with 
a certain label to be approved by the Board of Trade; the juice 
will be classed as ships’ stores, and will be issued subject to 
the existing regulations on all goods so heid in bond by the 
Commissioners of Customs. The spirit-acid will be obtained 
free of duty, and will be added to the juice in the presence of 
the Customs officer. The Board of Trade are empowered to 
appoint medical inspectors of ships, of manufactories of lime- 
or lemon-juice, and of medicines and medical stores ; and it is 
also provided that they may grant licences to persons to manu- 
facture lime- or lemon-juice, their manufactories to be at all 
times subject to visits of inspection from the ofticer appointed

PURPURIC FEVER. . 

Tue Registrar-General’s last Weekly Return contains the 
record of the death, on the 17th inst., at Beaufort-street, 
Chelsea, of a publisher’s clerk, aged nineteen, from “* purpuric 
fever (cerebro-spinal typhus), twenty-seven hours.” This is 
the case which was communicated to us last week by Dr. 
Crisp, the medical attendant, who identifies the disease from 
which his patient died with the fever recently prevailing in 
Ireland. The Registrar-General is apparently inclined, from 
the presence of the purpuric spots, to connect the disease with 
a scorbutic habit of body ; for he remarks that ‘‘ down to the 
end of the seventeenth century, a heading, under which many 
deaths appeared in the old London bills of mortality, was 
‘ Spotted Fever and Purples ’—which means probably bey] 
more than fever in persons of a scorbutic habit.” In the 
for 1686, 4185 deaths are returned from ‘‘ ague and feaver,” 314 

from “‘ spotted feaver and purples,” and 66 from scurvy. 
1702 to 1728 each of these diseases is returned separately. In 
1749 the deaths are grouped thus :—Ague, 15; fever, malignant 
fever, spotted fever, and purples, 4458; scurvy, 5. This latter

A Report just presented by Dr. Angus Smith to the Board 
of Trade on the working of the Alkali Act during the year 1866 
shows conclusively to what an extent it is possible to prevent 
the vitiation of the air of manufacturing districts by noxious 
gases, and offers the utmost encouragement to the prosecution 
of further reforms in this particular direction, Before the 
passing of the Act in question, the escape of muriatic-acid gas, 
so detrimental to vegetable life and injurious to the health of 
human beings, was equal to a thousand tons per week. In 
1866, though the number of works has increased, there has 
been a diminution of escape, as compared with the preceding 
year, equal to four tons and a half per week, and the average 
escape is about a seventh of the amount allowed by law; a 
condition of things that at once shows the necessity for push- 
ing the operation of the Act—which expires in June, 1868, and 
which in no way interferes with the interests of manufacturers 
—to its fullest extent, and for demanding its re-enactment, 
with any improvements that may be dictated by the experience 
already acquired, If so much good can be so easily effected in 
the case of alkali works, there is no reason why legislation 
may not purge the atmosphere of our large towns from the 
pestilential emanations that are allowed to be given off un- 
checked from manufactories of all kinds, and to tell so sadly 
upon the health of the population. 


NEW MEDICAL STAFF ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE 
CAMP AT WIMBLEDON. 


We understand that in consequence of the promotion of Dr. 
Westmacott to the rank of surgeon in his corps (London 
Scottish) a change is to take place in the medical staff of the 
Association, For the meeting in July, 1865 (continuing the 
same in 1866), the War Office approved of the appointment of 
a surgeon-major of the Guards, an army assistant-surgeon, 
and an assistant - of volunteers; and though that 
Department would not object to the rank of surgeon of volun- 
teers, the Council of the National Rifle Association intend to 
adhere strictly to the regulation made in 1865 ; and they also 
resolve to appoint, or have appointed, Surgeon-Major Wyatt 
honorary surgeon to the Association, authorising him to select 
an assistant-surgeon of volunteers. We do not question the 
power of the Council to abide by that regulation, but it seems 
rather harsh that promotion should cancel an appointment 
held for six years as representative of the medical volunteer 
staff. 


THE NEW EPIDEMIC IN IRELAND. 

Ow Monday evening next, the lst July, the subject of the 
new epidemic in Ireland will be discussed at the meeting of 
the Epidemiological Society. Papers will then be read by Dr. 
Robert D. Lyons and Dr. Mapother (medical officer of health 
for Dublin), and from the Army Medical Department. A very 
welcome opportunity will be thus afforded to the profession in 
the metropolis of learning the nature of the formidable 
which has broken out in the sister island.

THE EARLSWOOD IDIOT ASYLUM. 

Few reports of public institutions are so interesting as that 
of the Earlswood Idiot Asylum which has just been issued to 
the friends of the i The board of management observe 
one rule which entitles them to the utmost contidence of the 
public; they incur no debt, but proceed only as they have 


funds in hand. "By this means many very great abuses and 
objectionable modes of money-getting are avoided. The asy- 
lum is full. The number of inmates is 429; that of candidates 
seeking admission by election 216. The committee are anxious 
to enlarge the building, so as to accommodate 800 inmates ; 
but the estimated cost of this is £10,000, and the promised 
subscription only £6300. A block, capable of containing an 
additional 100 idiots, and which is paid for already, will, how- 
ever, be completed in a few weeks, The special report of Dr. 
Down, the medical superintendent, is full of interest. 

The possibility of ameliorating the condition of poor idiots 
is, in the minds of most persons, wholly ideal; but the experi- 
ence which is accumulating at Earlswood year by year testifies 
in the most remarkable manner to the success of judicious means 
in evoking the dormant and enfeebled powers of the idiot, and 
is full of encouragement to those who are making similar efforts 
elsewhere. In no former year has the value of diversified amuse- 
ment in awakening and stimulating mental] power been more dis- 
tinctly observed. The idiot’s capability of improvement has been 
made use of to train the lads for carpenters, tailors, shoemakers, 
and mat-weavers; and the girls for needlework and household 
work, The public, it is true, have given liberal support to the 
asylum; yet the admirable way in which it is conducted, the 
piteous wants of our poor imbeciles, and the good results to 
which the committee can point with pride, are amongst the 
strongest reasons for affording the increased support which is 
so much needed. The féte held last week in the grounds of 
the asylum was, as usual, eminently gratifying in its results. 

THE FENIAN CONVICTS. 

Tue alleged cruelties supposed to have been practised 
upon the Fenian convicts in our prisons are now shown not 
to have the least foundation in fact. The report of Mr. Knox 
and Mr, G. D. Pollock, the commissioners appointed to inquire 
into the treatment of these prisoners, and issued on Tuesday 
last, discloses an exactly opposite state of things. The men, 
after confinement of a year and a half, are all in rude health ; 
‘*they have a better diet, sleep in better beds, are more cared 
for in sickness, have lighter labours, than the bulk of the la- 
bouring classes in the three kingdoms.” Five or six of the 
most troublesome convicts have, by the aid of their friends, 
managed to excite by falsehood the sympathy of the public, 
and the stories that have gone the round of the papers we are 
told ‘‘are mere contrivances of five or six among the most 
turbulent of the convicts.” The Commissioners specially re- 
mark that the arrangements of the prisons they have visited 
are admirable in every way, and deserve the greatest commen- 
dation. Were it not for the continement itself, the treatment 
and comfort these convicts enjoy would be almost an induce- 
ment for the discontented to commit crime. 

REGISTRATION IN IRELAND. 

Accorpixe to Mr, Donnelly’s statement of the results of 
ion in Ireland in 1866, it appears that 30,151 mar- 
riages, 146,237 births, and 93,595 deaths were recorded during 
the year. These numbers are subject to future revision when 
the detailed abstracts are published. The births represent a 
ratio of 1 in every 39°65, or 2°52 per cent., of the population 
enumerated at the census of 1861; and the deaths give a ratio 
of 1 in every 61°96, or 1°61 per cent., of the whole population. 
The entire number of marriages registered yields a ratio of | 
in every 192, or “52 per cent., of the population—the number 
of Roman Catholic marriages affording a ratio of only 1 mar- 
riage to every 212 of the Catholic population, and the number

DEATH OF PROFESSOR TROUSSEAU. 


Tue great Trousseau is no more. This illustrious physician, 
who had been suffering for some time from a cancerous disease 
of the stomach, died on Sunday, the 23rd, at the comparatively 
early age of sixty-six. To the last he preserved all his lucidity 
of mind, and whilst all around him were overwhelmed with 
grief he was full of peace and resignation. It is said that he 
studied upon himself the progress of his disease, following 
with the most scrupulous clinical accuracy all the phases of the 
malady, and predicting with his usual composure the time 
when the morbid action would have completed its final work; 
daily and almost hourly noting the various symptoms which 
were to follow in their due succession until checked by the 
merciless hand of death. 

M. Trousseau was buried with great ; according 
to his expressed wish, no discourses were delivered at his 
funeral, which took place at the Madeleine. The place was 
so crowded that numbers could not penetrate, and were com- 
pelled to remain without.

Pusttc Vaccr¥ation. 

Te following are abstracts of some letters which we have received on the 
subject of vaccination :— 

A Public Vaccinator insists on a mitninitiin fee of 2, 64. Thinks the main 
difficulty is to secure an efficient machinery for enforcing upon parents and 
Fae ret we proper attention to the law, and that this would be 

overcome by the appoititment under and by the Privy Council of a 
thumber of inspectors of vaccination, with adequate salaties (and with ap 
extra fee for successful prosecutions under the Act), who shotld each in a 

or larger area be responsible to the Council for the propér per- 
of the operation within the limits of his district. Our corre- 
spondent would dispense with the present scheme of registration by re- 
the registrar of a district to supply the inspector with a monthly 
list of births, and the medical practitioners (public vaecinators or not) to 
supply a monthly return of their vaccinations. By a comparison of these, 
the inspector would know the state of vaccination in a district. According 
to this plan there would remain—lIst, the delivery, as at present, by the 
registrar of a notice of vaccination, with the register number in the corner; 
and 2ndly, a form for the use of medical men to receive the register num- 
ber, the district, and the name and age. The due delivery of these forms 
to be compulsory on all medical men. The appointment of a chief in the 
it to have authority over the inspectors. Would rely only on 
the cicatrix as evidence of successful vaccination. Considers it impossible 
to compel revaccination. 

A Medical Registrar suggests that the fee should be half-a-crown, and that 
it should be incumbent upon every medical man to transmit the certificate 
of successful vaccination to the registrar of the district in which the child’s 
birth was registered, and that the said registrar should remit the fee to 
the vaccinator. 

Mr. Owen, of Brewood, Stafford, very properly insists on the importance of 
medical men doing thoroughly well the operation of vaccination. Mach 
of the bad small-pox which is about is due not only to the entire neglect of 
vaccination by parents, but to the imperfect performance of it by medical 
men in one place, instead of four or six. 

Public Vaccinator’s suggestion, that registration of birth should be refased 
until the production of a certificate of vaccination, is, we fear, neither 

nor commendable. Such a plan would deter registration of 
already faulty enough, and would not secure vaccination of children. 

M.D. sends us the draft of a Vaccination Bill. He argues to this effect : 
Neglect of vaccination obtains in the lower and poorer middle class, and is 
largely due to a dislike to go to the public vactinator, and to an inability 
to pay the private practitioner who acted as accoucheur. “M.D.” would 
therefore not appoint any special vaccinator, but pay every registered 
medical man a fee, say 3s. 6d. per case. He truly observes that the regular 
attendant would be the most likely person to overcome objections to vac- 
cination. A notice for vaccination should be given to the patent of guar- 
dian, to be delivered to the medical attendant, who should send a certificate 
of vaecination to the registrar, signed by himself and the parent. Each 
county should be divided into districts, and to each district a registered 
medical man should be appointed inspector of vacciriations. By weekly or 
monthly comparison of the birth register and the vaccination register, he 
would know the unvaccinated, and his duty would be to give notice to the 
parents. He should be well paid, and devote his whole time to the office. 
A principal inspector should be appointed, with assistants, to whom all 
cases of small-pox shold be made known by the medical mam in attend- 
ance, under a penalty of 40s. The medical man to have 2e, 6d. for reporting 
the casé of smali-pox.
